Ladybird beetles take 
their 
nourishment by sucking scale insects 
dry.

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CIENTIFIC research is gradual­ 
ly finding out why dust kills 
one out of every seven persons. 
The 
Harvard 
Medical 
School, 
the 
United States Public Health Service, 
various Insurance companies and the 
great labor organiiatlous of the coun­ 
try are all Interested In the problem. 
For example, according to Dr. L. R. 
Thompson, of the United States Pub­ 
lic Health Service, the sickliest record 
of granite workers shows that the 
greater part of illness proceeds from 
respiratory conditions and that respir­ 
atory diseases are three t'mes as prev 
alent among granite workers as among 
workers in general industry.

been prior to June 27, 1905. 
This $40 rate commences on June 
4, 1928, in the cases of those on

4. 1928. 
When the pensioner attains 
the age of 75 years 
after

1928, the date of commencement 
of
